In  the  days  before  the  Jet  Comet  annihilated  distance,  the  expression 
“Cape  to  Cairo”  represented  not  only  a  vast  separation  in  space,  but  also 
a  separation  in  time.  Nowadays  the  names  Cairo,  Alexandria,  have  come 
to  assume  meanings  of  a  more  personal  kind  to  many  South  Africans;  yet 
they  still  evoke  thoughts  of  the  great  Nile  civilisation  of  the  Ptolemies,  and 
of  that  rich  treasure-house  of  learning,  the  Alexandrian  Library,  of  which 
no  trace  remains  to-day.  In  his  recently  published  work.  The  Alexandrian 
Library  (Cleaver- Hume,  1951),  a  lifelong  student  of  the  ancient  world,  Mr. 
E.  A.  Parsons,  tells  once  again,  with  a  mass  of  supporting  evidence,  how  the 
exiled  Greek  orator,  statesman  and  philosopher  Demetrius  of  Phaleron 
prevailed  upon  Ptolemy  Soter  to  found  the  Library  approximately  300  years 
before  the  birth  of  Christ.  Its  “list  of  accessions”  must  have  grown  to 
stupendous  proportions,  especially  when  Antony  exacted  toll  from  the  rival 
institution  at  Pergamum  and  presented  Cleopatra  with  a  mere  20  myriads 
of  single  manuscript-rolls:  an  imperial,  if  not  imperialistic  gesture. 

In  its  heyday,  according  to  Mr.  Parsons,  the  library  at  Alexandria  con¬ 
tained,  besides  many  Greek  manuscripts,  a  copy  of  the  Sacred  Writings  of 
||  the  Jews  (specially  translated  by  six  Elders  from  each  of  the  Twelve  Tribes), 
records  from  the  Egyptian  temple  libraries,  and  even  material  gathered  as  the 
result  of  a  mission  into  India.  All  this  material  was  classified  and  catalogued: 
we  still  have  the  Pinakes  of  Callimachus,  one  of  the  Librarians,  to  remind  us 
that  the  librarians’  urge  to  classify  has  not  much  changed  in  two  thousand 
years.  But  on  one  point  Mr.  Parsons  challenges  tradition  from  Shakespeare 
to  Shaw.  Alexandria,  he  maintains,  was  probably  the  most  indestructible  and 
most  fireproof  city  in  all  the  ancient  world:  the  manuscripts  that  blazed  to 
high  heaven  when  Caesar  fired  the  fleet  were  merely  swag  intended  for  reading 
on  the  voyage  home;  and  the  Alexandrian  Library  itself  did  not  finally  perish 
until  the  City  was  sacked  by  the  conquering  Muslims  in  A.D.  645. 

One  direct  consequence  of  the  recent  Tercentenary  celebrations  in  South 
Africa,  and  possibly  one  of  the  most  lasting  in  its  effects,  has  been  the  need 
for  a  thorough  re-examination  of  the  figure,  both  historical  and  legendary. 
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of  the  founder  Van  Riebeeck  himself.  For  this  reason  alone  the  visit  of 
Dr.  R.  van  Luttervelt  of  the  Rijksmuseum  in  Amsterdam  has  been  of  particu¬ 
lar  value.  For  not  only  did  he  bring  from  Holland  the  family  portraits  of  the 
Van  Riebeecks  that  created  so  much  interest  and  discussion  during  the  Festi¬ 
val  itself;  while  here  he  set  his  critical  faculties  to  work  on  the  few  established 
(and  to  us,  almost  stereotyped)  representations  of  Jan  van  Riebeeck  that  we 
still  have  in  the  City  the  latter  founded  in  1652. 

Among  these  are  the  crude  woodcut  portrait  by  Alex.  Reid  and  the  portrait 
generally  known  as  the  “Town  House  portrait” — both  copies  from  the 
familiar  original  by  Dirk  Craeij;  and  the  romantic  and  perhaps  overfamiliar 
oil  by  Charles  Davidson  Bell,  painted  in  1850,  the  original  of  which  hangs 
in  the  entrance-lobby  to  the  South  African  Library  in  Cape  Town. 

Although  Dr.  van  Luttervelt  is  able  to  show  that  some  of  the  details  of 
the  Bell  picture  are  either  exaggerated  (like  the  size  of  the  Dutch  flag)  or 
incorrect  (the  orange  stripe  in  the  flag  should  be  red:  the  use  of  the  colour 
orange  was  forbidden  at  this  time  by  the  Dutch  authorities),  he  insists,  in  an 
article  published  in  the  South  African  journal  Nederlandse  Post*  that  the 
picture  has  considerable  importance  in  its  own  right.  Firstly,  Bell  took  con¬ 
siderable  pains  to  get  his  historical  background  correct,  with  the  comparative¬ 
ly  slender  resources  at  his  command.  The  head  and  shoulders  of  Van  Riebeeck 
are  clearly  taken  from  the  “Town  House”  portrait,  but  as  this  has  no  lower 
body  or  legs,  these  were  based  largely  on  invention.  For  the  bodyguard 
he  has  used  the  costume  of  contemporary  Cromwellian  soldiery,  although  the 
colouring  derives  both  from  the  prints  of  J.  de  Gheyn  and  from  the  nine¬ 
teenth-century  historical  painter.  Van  der  Heist.  Bell’s  Jan  van  Riebeeck  is 
therefore  a  remarkable  blend  of  Dutch  and  English,  with  a  touch  of  artistic 
licence  thrown  in. 

But  in  addition,  says  Dr.  van  Luttervelt,  Bell  has  put  into  the  right  hand 
of  Jan  van  Riebeeck  a  long  Commander’s  staff  with  a  massive  silver  ton, 
in  place  of  the  short  and  more  modest  example  in  the  “Town  House”  por¬ 
trait.  This  long  staff  is  the  prototype  for  all  subsequent  portrayals  of  the 
Commander:  John  Tweed’s  statue  in  Adderley  Street,  the  frieze  on  the 
“Old  Mutual’s”  skyscraper  in  Cape  Town,  and  most  recently  of  all,  Mitford- 
Barberton’s  statue  that  commanded  the  processional  way  on  the  1952 
Festival  site.  In  this  way  traditions  are  created,  and  in  making  his  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  iconography  of  the  founder  of  the  South  African  nation  Bell  was 
not  only  expressing  the  romantic  idiom  of  his  age,  but  carrying  out  an  experi¬ 
ment  which  was  both  positive  and  on  the  whole  historically  well-founded. 
In  the  words  of  Dr.  van  Luttervelt,  he  not  only  filled  a  gap,  but  in  doing 
so  himself  made  history.

In  our  issue  of  December  1951  we  published  two  letters  from  a  small  group 
in  the  National  Library  of  Scotland  addressed  to  Sir  Walter  Scott,  Bt.  by 
Thomas  Pringle,  the  poet,  when  a  settler  in  South  Africa.  We  continue  the 
scries  with  further  letters  covering  the  period  of  his  removal  from  the  Eastern 
Province  to  Cape  Town  and  his  appointment  as  Sub-librarian  of  the  South 
African  Public  Library. 

Letter  3. 

Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Gt.  Fish  River 
Teviotdale  (Bavian’s  River),  March  7,  1821. 

Dear  Sir 

1  wrote  you  in  September  last,  agreeably  to  my  promise  on  leaving 
Scotland,  giving  you  some  account  of  the  situation  of  myself  &.  friends  upon 
our  location  in  this  remote  corner — And  I  at  the  same  time  took  the  liberty 
to  solicit  your  interest  in  procuring  a  free  passage  out  for  my  brother  &  sisters. 
Since  that  time  I  have  learned  that  there  is  no  probability  of  any  large  number 
of  new  settlers  being  sent  out  to  this  Colony  at  the  expense  of  Government, 
&  the  difficulty  my  brother  will  find  in  attempting  to  join  us  will  consequently 
be  greatly  increased.  I  therefore  am  induced  again  to  request  your  kind  inter¬ 
ference  in  obtaining  this  favour — of  such  essential  importance  to  our  welfare 
&  happiness.  I  have  at  the  same  time  addressed  Mr.  Ellis  the  Colonial  Secre¬ 
tary  who  has  lately  gone  home  on  leave  requesting  his  assistance  in  this 
matter  also — &  with  your  influence  &  his  I  doubt  not  of  obtaining  it. 

I  have  not  much  to  say  respecting  our  prospects  here  that  is  new  or  import¬ 
ant. — only  I  believe,  notwithstanding  the  entire  failure  of  our  crop  from 
mildew,  &  some  other  difficulties  &  drawbacks,  we  are  doing  better  &  are 
already  in  more  comfortable  circumstances  than  most  of  the  other  Settlers. 
The  uncertainty  of  our  Scottish  Countrymen  coming  out  to  settle  the  districts 
adjoining  us,  as  was  once  confidently  expected,  is  a  great  discouragement 
to  us — For  we  are  at  present  entirely  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  English 
population,  with  the  CafTer  Frontier  close  to  us  on  one  side,  and  our  only 
neighbours  the  most  uncivilized  and  worst  affected  Boors  in  the  whole 
Colony.  However  the  Govt,  has  done  everything  possible  under  these  circum¬ 
stances  to  provide  for  our  comfort  and  security. 

In  regard  to  my  personal  views  of  employment  under  Government  nothing 
has  been  done,  nor  have  I  yet  made  any  particular  application.  If  Lord 
Charles  Somerset*  is  coming  out  and  the  recommendations  you  expected 
to  obtain  for  me  have  been  transmitted  to  him,  I  have  little  doubt  of  success. 
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because  there  really  appears  a  difficulty  in  getting  persons  qualified  to  fill 
the  civil  offices,  in  this  part  of  the  Colony  at  least.  The  appointments  of 
Deputy  Landdrost*  &  District  Secretary  are  respectable,  &  though  not 
lucrative  I  should  prefer  either  of  them  to  any  situation  1  could  expect  at 
Cape  Town,  where  living  is  exceedingly  expensive.  The  Depy  Landdrosts 
(of  whom  there  are  two  in  the  GraaflF  Reinet  district  and  two  more  are  expected 
soon  to  be  appointed  in  Albany)  are  generally  half  pay  Captains  or  Lieuten¬ 
ants — but  military  knowledge  is  by  no  means  requisite — and  the  duties  are 
neither  intricate  nor  arduous  after  acquiring  [sic]  the  language  &  some 
knowledge  of  the  Country,  in  both  [of]  which  I  flatter  myself  I  am  not  now 
deficient.  The  salary  is  about  £200  a  year,  with  some  privileges  and  per¬ 
quisites. 

Should  Lord  Charles  not  return  (as  is  rumoured)  I  fear  there  may  be  some 
danger  of  my  recommendations  being  lost. 

I  am  very  ignorant  of  what  is  doing  at  home,  having  scarcely  seen  an 
English  paper  since  my  arrival,  &  only  received  one  letter  from  Scotland. 
However  from  what  I  understand,  it  is  no  great  loss  to  be  deprived  of  the 
domestic  news  of  Britain  at  this  time. 

My  Brother  who  is  still  in  Scotland  writes  me  in  Aug‘.  last  that  he  wishes 
to  join  us  as  soon  as  he  can  compass  means  to  do  so  which  a  free  passage 
will  certainly  greatly  accelerate.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  desire  him  to 
consult  you  on  this  point. 

(There  follows  a  page  expressing  the  writer’s  concern  at  the  news  that  certain  private 
papers  of  his  have  been  sought  with  a  view  to  using  them  against  John  Wilson, 
Pringle’s  successor  as  editor  of  the  Edinburgh  Monthly  Magazine,  then  a  political 
candidate  for  the  Chair  of  Moral  Philosophy  at  Edinburgh  University.) 

.  .  .  From  the  party  squabbles  of  Edinburgh  I  am  now  far  separated,  & 
would  wish  my  name  if  remembered  at  all,  to  have  no  connection  with  them. 
In  leaving  my  native  country  (probably  for  ever)  1  buried  all  personal  resent¬ 
ments  &  the  memory  of  offences  in  the  billows  of  the  Atlantic,  &  having 
forgiven  my  foes  (if  I  had  any)  I  would  willingly  be  permitted  to  forget  & 
be  forgotten  by  them.  Your  goodness  will  excuse  my  troubling  you  with  this 
paragraph  on  account  of  the  feeling  that  suggests  it,  &  I  trust  you  will  believe 
me  always  &  every  where.  Dear  Sir,

Notes  to  Letter  3. 

•Somerset  was  Governor  of  the  Cape  from  1814  to  1826  when  his  unpopular  policy  in 
connection  with  the  suppression  of  the  independent  press  caused  his  recall.  He  was  on  leave 
at  this  time. 

•Landdrosts  were  both  judicial  and  administrative  officers  after  the  style  of  magistrates. 
They  were  replaced  by  Civil  Commissioners  in  1828.

Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Teviotdale 
By  Somerset — June  12,  1821. 

Dear  Sir, 

I  wrote  you  by  post  1  think  in  September  last  &  again  in  March, 
giving  you  some  account  of  my  prospects  here  and  soliciting  your  interest  to 
procure  a  free  passage  out  for  my  eldest  brother  &  his  family. 

I  now  address  you  by  the  hands  of  my  friend  Lieut.  Adamson*  who  has 
kindly  promised  me  to  present  this  in  person  (if  you  are  in  Edinburgh  when 
he  reaches  it)  together  with  a  box  of  African  Curiosities  which  1  have  collected 
for  you.  1  have  also  got  two  or  three  fine  tiger  or  leopard  skins  for  your 
Armoury,  but  they  are  not  yet  properly  dressed  for  exportation  &  I  shall 
therefore  keep  them  till  another  opportunity,  when  1  expect  also  to  send  you 
a  lion  skin  or  two  from  our  African  Teviotdale.  1  could  easily  procure  them 
from  the  Boors  in  the  neighbourhood  but  I  shall  have  more  gratification  in 
presenting  you  with  one  from  our  own  grounds  where  these  plunderers  are 
at  present  rather  more  plentiful  than  we  could  wish,  having  been  driven  in 
upon  our  valley  as  we  suppose  by  the  Caffers  burning  the  country  to  the 
eastward.  They  have  destroyed  a  great  many  horses  on  our  river  &  killed 
one  within  a  mile  of  my  house  a  few  nights  ago,  so  that  we  shall  be  forced 
to  levy  war  upon  them  in  self  defence.  While  they  lurk  about  the  river  in  this 
manner  it  is  dangerous  to  ride  unattended.  But  unless  provoked  or  wounded 
a  lion  will  seldom  attack  two  men  in  company.  However  we  have  now  a 
numerous  population  of  Hottentots  &  Bastaards^  on  the  Location  &  do  not 
therefore  fear  either  lions  or  Caffers.  The  lion  is  the  only  animal  we  have  to 
dread  here — tigers,  leopards,  &  wolves  are  never  known  to  attack  man  when 
1  they  are  not  driven  to  Extremity — but  the  lion  is  truly  formidable  from  his 
vast  strength  &  his  ferocity  when  wounded.  They  must  therefore  be  hunted 
with  some  caution  &  by  a  considerable  number  of  men.  I  rode  out  lately  with 
fifteen  men  to  attack  one  who  was  lurking  near  us,  but  we  could  not  discover 
him,  for  want  of  good  dogs.  To  a  keen  sportsman  like  yourself  an  excursion 
among  the  mountains  that  environ  us  would  be  truly  interesting,  &  with  a 
few  such  hounds  as  your  large  beagle  most  excellent  sport  might  be  had. 
The  hills  are  high  &  steep  but  with  large  grassy  flats  among  them  constantly 
frequented  by  numerous  kinds  of  quaggas,  hartebeests.  Wildebeests  (or 
Nhoos®)  Elands,  &c.  The  three  latter  being  different  species  of  Antelopes 
(&  connecting  that  class  of  animals  with  the  ox  &  buffalo)  from  the  size  of 
a  small  highland  stot*  to  that  of  a  large  bull.  Smaller  game  such  as  Reeboks, 
Rietboks,  Steenboks,  &c.  are  still  more  numerous.  The  quaggas  are  innumer¬ 
able,  &  we  constantly  shoot  them  for  the  sake  of  their  hides  which  are  cut 
into  thongs  and  used  for  sewing  thatch.  Wild  swine  of  several  kinds  are  also 
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to  be  found.  But  it  is  better  to  refer  you  to  Mr.  Adamson  for  any  information 
of  this  sort  or  respecting  our  situation  here  &  the  frontier  in  general. 

Of  the  trifles  now  sent  probably  there  may  be  some  of  little  interest  to  you 
— in  which  case  you  may  if  you  please  hand  over  such  as  you  do  not  choose 
to  place  in  your  own  museum  to  that  of  the  Edinb.  College.  I  ough'  to  men¬ 
tion  that  most  of  them  are  the  gift  of  Mr.  Hart^  an  old  Scotch  r-fficer  who 
now  holds  an  important  civil  situation  on  the  frontier,  &  who  had  done 
me  &  my  friends  here  many  kind  services.  Though  he  has  not  visited  Scotland 
for  above  thirty  years  &  never  expects  to  see  it  again  he  retains  very  strongly 
those  national  partialities  of  which  our  countrymen  are  generally  accused  & 
need  not  blush  to  be  found  guilty.  He  has  lately  got  a  reading  of  Rob  Roy  & 
is  so  delighted  by  it  that  he  is  quite  impatient  to  see  the  other  tales  by  the 
Author  of  Waverly*.  Did  1  not  fear  it  was  too  great  a  freedom  1  would  wil¬ 
lingly  join  my  worthy  friend  in  petitioning  the  unknown  Author  (through 
your  obliging  agency)  to  send  us  out  hither,  poor  exiles  as  we  are  in  this  for¬ 
lorn  fag  end  of  the  universe,  a  set  of  the  Scotch  Novels  to  recreate  our  spirits 
— for  which  we  would  thankfully  make  him  such  return  as  the  country  affords 
— such  as  lions  &  leopards  skins,  horns  of  unicorns,  buffaloes,  Nhoos  & 
Elands — elephant  &  Sea  Cow  boots^  Caffers  &  Boschmans  sculls  [sic]— 
or  what  may  perhaps  be  more  to  his  taste,  a  butt  of  the  first  wine  we  can 
make  on  our  farm  fit  for  a  Christian  gentleman  to  drink.  The  best  produced 
on  the  frontier  at  present  1  fear  could  not  appear  on  his  board.  It  is  all 
deeply  tainted  with  the  vile  Kaap  smaak.  However  very  much  is  undoubtedly 
owing  to  the  mode  of  management,  &  we  have  great  hopes  of  improving  its 
quality.  I  am  just  now  planting  an  orchard  &  vineyard,  &  in  three  years 
may  have  better  fruit  and  wine. 

As  I  have  only  received  two  letters  from  Scotland  since  my  arrival  in  the 
Colony  I  am  almost  entirely  ignorant  of  what  is  going  on  at  home — Indeed 
except  for  Mr.  Ellis’s  kind  attention  1  should  scarcely  have  even  heard  of  the 
remarkable  events  in  Spain,  Portugal  &  Naples’ — So  far  are  we  removed 
from  all  channels  of  public  intelligence.  As  for  our  Colonial  Gazette®  (the 
only  paper  printed  in  the  Colony)  you  may  guess  the  amount  of  information 
derived  from  it  by  the  specimen  I  have  sent  home  (along  with  the  other 
curiosities)  for  your  amusement. 

June  13.  Since  writing  the  above  we  have  been  engaged  in  another  lion 
hunt  and  after  a  fierce  engagement  in  which  he  tore  to  pieces  our  three 
best  dogs  and  nearly  killed  our  boldest  Scotchman,  we  succeeded  in  destroy¬ 
ing  him.  The  skin  with  9  or  10  musket  balls  through  it  is  reserved  for  you. 
This  was  the  same  fellow  that  killed  one  of  our  horses  a  few  nights  ago. 

I  have  nothing  to  add  respecting  my  own  situation  or  prospects  in  the 
Colony,  farther  than  what  I  mentioned  in  my  letter  of  7th  March  last,  which 
I  hope  has  reached  you  long  before  this.  We  are  however  daily  expecting  a

Notes  to  Letter  4. 

■Probably  Lt.  J.  Adamson,  an  ofiker  in  the  Royal  African  Corps  in  1821  (African  Court 
Calendar).  The  Corps  was  raised  in  1817  to  assist  in  the  pacification  of  the  frontier.  It  was 
a  mixed  cavalry  and  foot  regiment  of  Hottentots  and  half-castes  with  white  officers.  When 
the  regiment  was  disbanded  in  1821,  Sir  Rufane  Donkin  offered  land  on  the  frontier  to  the 
officers  most  of  whom  accepted  it. 

■Of  mixed  Hottentot  and  European  blood,  afterwards  Griquas. 

'i.e.  Gnus — the  black  wildebeest. 

‘North  British  word  for  a  young  ox. 

■Superintendent  of  the  Government  farm  at  Somerset.  See  Letter  2.

■This  clearly  refers  to  the  revolutions  of  the  year  1820.  Spain  led  with  a  revolt  against 
the  autocratic  Ferdinand  VII,  and  Naples  and  Portugal  followed  her  example  within  a 
few  months.

Letter  5. 

Cape  Town.  Oct.  31,  1822 

Dear  Sir 

I  wrote  about  eighteen  months  ago  by  Lieut.  Adamson  an  officer 
returning  from  this  Colony  to  Scotland — &  I  mentioned  that  I  had  sent  by 
him  a  case  of  curiosities  which  I  had  collected  on  the  Caffer  frontier  for  you. 
It  turned  out  however  that  Mr.  Adamson  had  not  found  it  convenient  to 
carry  any  of  the  articles  with  him  except  a  Carosse  or  Cloak  of  Jackal  skins 
which  1  hope  has  reached  you.  This  was  the  more  unlucky  because  the  other 
things  being  left  behind  at  Algoa  Bay  were  in  great  measure  destroyed  by  the 
moth  before  1  recovered  possession  of  them.  In  this  country  nothing  in  the 
shape  of  fur  or  skin  can  be  preserved  from  the  moth  except  by  constant 
attention  &  frequent  exposure  to  the  air. 

I  have  now  the  pleasure  of  transmitting  to  you  a  few  skins,  antelope  horns, 
&  other  curiosities  which  I  have  since  collected.  They  were  this  morning 
shipped  on  board  the  Melish',  Capt.  Ford,  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  McMunn 
a  friend  of  mine  who  will  convey  them  through  the  India  House  to  Mr.  John 
Murray  Albemarle  Street,  to  whom  I  have  at  the  same  time  written,  requesting 
him  to  receive  &  forward  them  to  you.  I  hope  they  will  reach  you  safe  & 
though  such  trifles  can  in  no  degree  repay  the  many  favours  I  have  received 
from  you  (which  indeed  I  can  never  repay)  I  hope  you  will  regard  them 
as  a  slight  testimony  of  my  gratitude  &  high  esteem.  I  shall  subjoin  a  list  of 
them  with  a  few  explanatory  notes,  to  enhance  as  far  as  I  can  the  interest  of 
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articles  which  have  no  intrinsic  value.  If  they  be  found  worthy  to  adorn  your 
Armoury  I  shall  be  highly  gratified. 

Having  a  large  sheet  &  sufficient  leisure  I  shall  mention  something  of  my 
present  situation  &  prospects  in  this  Colony. — Having  in  vain  attempted  to 
do  something  in  farming — for  which  indeed  I  had  no  funds — I  attempted 
to  open  an  Academy  on  the  frontier.  But  in  nine  months  I  only  obtained  two 
pupils — so  that  1  was  forced  to  abandon  that  plan — as  the  Clergyman  of  the 
district  had  also  done  the  preceeding  year,  from  a  similar  cause.  This  is  not 
so  much  owing  to  the  want  of  desire  for  education  as  to  the  great  poverty 
of  the  country — much  increased  by  the  almost  total  failure  of  two  successive 
crops — so  that  board  and  education  for  about  £15  sterling  a  year  was  more 
than  even  the  genteel  families  could  afford  in  that  part  of  the  Colony. 

I  therefore  applied  to  Lord  Charles  Somerset  soon  after  his  arrival  soliciting 
employment  under  Government,  &  transmitted  to  him  among  other  recom¬ 
mendations  the  letter  you  kindly  addressed  to  me  before  I  left  London.  I 
received  a  very  polite  answer  but  offering  no  prospect  of  employment. 
However  through  the  influence  of  Colonel  Bird-  who  has  always  shown  much 
attention  to  me  I  succeeded  in  being  appointed  Sub  Librarian  of  the  Public 
or  Government  Library  in  the  Town,  &  1  entered  on  my  office  about  a  month 
ago.®  This  situation  is  extremely  agreeable  to  me.  1  attend  from  9  to  4  o’clock, 
but  have  much  time  for  reading  &  study — which  after  two  years  residence  in 
a  wilderness  without  books  &  with  little  civilized  society,  I  enjoy  with  double 
relish.  The  situation  is  perfectly  to  my  wish  in  every  point  but  one — &  that  is 
the  lowness  of  the  salary — which  with  the  utmost  frugality  will  I  fear  scarcely 
support  my  little  family  in  this  expensive  city.  I  have  1000  Rixdollars  a  year, 
which  at  the  present  rate  of  exchange  does  not  amount  to  £75  sterling — while 
for  a  house  of  three  apartments  I  pay  400  Rds.  &  about  half  as  much  for 
fuel,  and  every  other  article  except  wine  butchers  meat  &  fish  is  considerably 
dearer  than  in  London. — Colonel  Bird  sensible  of  the  insufficiency  of  this 
income  for  my  support  endeavoured  very  zealously  to  procure  me  the  addi¬ 
tional  appointment  of  Superintendent  of  the  Govt.  Press,  which  is  worth 
about  1500  Rixdollars  per  annum,  &  in  this  he  had  almost  succeeded  but  for 
an  unlucky  circumstance  which  it  appears  has  prejudiced  Lord  Charles 
against  me.  Some  person  has  informed  him,  (or  perhaps  he  has  imagined 
from  seeing  my  name  mentioned  much  to  my  regret  in  newspapers  &  maga¬ 
zines)  that  I  am  a  violent  Whig  &  formerly  a  supporter  of  the  democratic 
press  (as  it  is  called)  in  Scotland.^  On  being  aware  of  this  I  addressed  a  letter 
to  the  Colonial  Secretary  avowing  myself  a  whig  indeed — but  disclaiming  (as 
I  may  do  with  great  truth)  any  connection  with  opposition  Press  or  with 
Political  party  of  any  description.  However  Col.  B.  advised  me  to  suppress  this 
letter  &  rather  trust  to  time  &  the  influence  of  my  friends  than  to  oppose  a 
prejudice  which  was  not  publicly  avowed  &  could  not  be  publicly  answered. 
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I  have  followed  this  advice.  Another  person  has  been  appointed  to  the  charge 
of  the  press,  which  as  now  managed  is  in  fact  a  sinecure* — &  I  am  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  do  the  best  1  can  with  my  present  employment  in  the  hopes  of  some- 
.  thing  occurring  which  the  Secretary’s  interest  may  procure  to  aid  my  slender 
j  income. 

I  have  for  some  time  had  material  prepared  for  a  little  publication  respect- 
:  ing  this  country  &  more  particularly  the  English  settlement  on  the  Eastern 
frontier — but  I  have  been  withheld  from  forwarding  it  for  publication 
hitherto  from  the  very  unsettled  state  &  prospects  of  the  new  settlers  &  partly 
from  a  desire  to  avoid  publishing  any  thing  that  might  clash  with  views  of 
Government  respecting  them.  It  is  probably  that  1  shall  now  send  it  home  in 
a  few  months  through  the  hands  of  Mr.  Barrow  to  be  published  by  Mr. 
Murray,  &  if  you  can  speak  a  word  in  my  favour  to  the  latter  it  may  probably 
render  him  more  favourably  disposed  to  do  the  best  he  can  for  my  little 
work.  1  have  yet  a  greater  favour  to  solicit — that  is  to  have  the  honour  of 
inscribing  it  to  you — as  in  fact  you  first  suggested  the  idea  to  me — &  chiefly 
because  your  name  may  be  a  credit  to  it  as  it  has  already  been  to  its  author. 

The  book  will  extend  to  one  8vo  volume  under  the  title  1  think  of  “Letters 
from  South  Africa” — &  as  so  many  publications  have  recently  appeared 
respecting  this  country,  I  shall  restrict  it  as  much  as  possible  to  ground  yet 
unoccupied  &  almost  entirely  to  matters  that  have  come  under  my  own  eye. 
Should  you  have  the  goodness  not  to  decline  doing  me  this  favour  I  shall 
write  to  Mr.  Barrow  or  my  agent  whoever  he  may  be,  to  transmit  a  copy  of 
^  my  dedication  to  you  that  nothing  may  be  there  that  you  might  disapprove 
'  of  or  dislike.* 

I  have  only  to  add  that  my  friends  and  party  are  all  doing  as  well  as  after 
two  such  unfortunate  seasons  could  be  expected  &  tho’  in  a  remote  &  wild 
situation  are  I  believe  in  some  respect  better  off  than  most  of  the  other  settlers 
who  are  at  present  generally  in  a  state  of  great  distress.  My  brother  &  sisters 
from  Scotland  reached  our  location  a  few  weeks  previous  to  my  departure, 
&  I  left  them  all  in  good  health  &  spirits.’  I  was  sorry  that  you  had  taken  so 
much  trouble  to  procure  them  a  free  passage  in  vain. — The  crops  of  the 
settlers,  as  you  may  probably  have  heard,  have  completely  failed  them  two 
years,  &  I  add  with  regret  that  in  many  places  the  same  calamity  (of  rust  or 
blight)  has  again  made  its  appearance  this  season.  Many  of  the  Colonists 
have  not  tasted  bread  during  the  last  twelve  months,  but  my  relations  were 
so  fortunate  as  to  save  last  year  enough  for  their  present  subsistence  &  that 
of  our  friends  from  Scotland.

•The  Mellish  from  Madras  for  London  left  the  Cape  on  Oct.  31,  1822.  {African  Court 
Caiendar.) 

•Christopher  Bird,  Colonial  Secretary  at  the  Cape,  1818  to  1824.  His  relations  with  the  j 
Governor  were  far  from  friendly. 

•Pringle’s  appointment  as  sub-librarian  was  never  minuted  by  the  Library  Committee. 
The  first  mention  of  him  in  that  body's  minutes  appears  under  2 1  st  January  1 823  and  reads : 

“It  is  also  resolved  that  the  Sublibrarian  Mr.  Th.  Pringle  shall  be  allowed  a  gratuity 
of  Rds.2S0  as  a  compensation  for  the  trouble  and  expense  he  has  been  at  in  taking  I 
his  residence  in  Cape  Town  he  having  been  obliged  to  remove  the  seat  of  his  residence  { 
from  the  Albany  District  where  he  was  located  by  Government  as  a  Settler.”  i 

The  Librarians  at  this  time  were  the  Revs.  G.  Hough  and  F.  Kaufman.  T.P.  succeeded  a 
certain  Lt.  H.  Hanson  and  his  colleague  was  one  P.  Harmsen.  In  his  Narrative  T.P.  quotes 
the  influence  of  Scott  &  Sir  John  Macpherson  in  obtaining  him  his  post. 

•In  the  intervals  of  editing  the  Edinburgh  Monthly  Magazine  and  Constable's  Edinburgh 
Magazine,  T.P.  edited  the  Edinburgh  Star,  described  by  his  biographer,  Josiah  Conder,  as 
“almost  the  only  liberal  paper  in  Scotland”.  {Narrative,  1835,  p.xv,  note.) 

‘A.  Richert  Sr.  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the  Press  and  J.  Richert  was  printer. 

•T.P.’s  first  publication  after  this  date  was  Some  account  of  the  present  state  of  the 
English  settlers  in  Albany,  South  Africa.  (London,  T.  &  G.  Underwood;  Edinburgh, 
Oliver  &  Boyd,  1824.)  but  this  is  simply  a  report  by  the  author  as  secretary  of  the  Society 
for  relief  of  distressed  settlers,  and  b^rs  no  dedication.  His  next  publications  were  C/en- 
Lynden:  a  tale  of  Teviotdale  (London,  Smith,  Elder,  1828),  a  poem  stated  to  have  been 
written  in  1824,  and  Ephemerides;  or,  occasional  poems,  written  in  Scotland  and  South 
Africa  (Smith,  Elder,  1828),  of  which  Part  11  contains  a  dedicatory  sonnet  to  Sir  Walter. 
African  sketches,  of  which  Narrative  of  a  residence  in  South  Africa  forms  Part  II,  did  not 
appear  until  1834.  These  facts  and  remarks  in  a  later  letter  (to  Sir  George  Mackenzie) 
indicate  that  T.P.  abandoned  his  intention  as  long  as  what  he  wrote  could  not  help  clashing 
“with  views  of  Government”  and  being  detrimental  to  his  advancement. 

T.P.  left  Glen-Lynden  on  Aug.  17,  1822  by  ox-waggon  and  after  an  unhurried  journey 
reached  Cape  Town  on  Sept.  25.

Pringle’s  gifts  still  survive  there;  viz.  no.  2  on  the  above  list — but  without  the  rhino  horn 
handle — nos.  3,  4  and  5 — but  this  last  without  the  Bushman  bow — and  nos.  9  to  13.  The 
kaross  (no.  1),  the  famous  lion  skin  (no.  6)  and  the  hunting  jacket  (no.  14)  have  all  perished 
long  since.  The  lion’s  skull  (no.  7),  together  with  another,  have  been  sent  to  the  British 
Museum. — Ed.] 

1st.  A  fur  mantle  or  Carosse — From  beyond  Lattakoo  (or  Littakoon)*  a 
country  far  in  the  interior  to  the  North  east,  inhabited  by  a  race  of 
Caffers  called  Bootchuanas  or  Bichuanas,  rather  more  civilized  than 
the  Kossi  [sic]  Caffers  on  the  eastern  frontier  of  the  Colony.  See  travels 
by  Burchel  &  Campbell  lately  published.  This  Carosse  is  made  of  the 
skins  of  a  sort  of  wild  cat  sewed  with  sinew.  It  is  such  as  is  worn  by  the 
principal  chiefs.  It  was  presented  to  me  by  Capt.  Stockenstrom’ 
Landdrost  of  Graaff  Reynet  who  brought  it  from  Lattakoo,  &  I  hope 
it  may  prove  worthy  of  Lady  Scotts  acceptance. 

2d.  Bootchuana  battle  axe,  made  of  iron  of  native  manufacture  &  fixed  on 
a  handle  formed  out  of  the  horn  of  a  new  species  of  Rhinoceros  dis¬ 
covered  by  Mr.  Campbell  &  supposed  to  be  the  real  unicorn  of 
Scripture.^® 


3d.  3  Bootchuana  knives  or  daggers — worn  suspended  from  the  neck  & 
chiefly  used  for  cutting  up  game  &c. 

4th.  2  Caffer  Assagays  or  Javelins.  This  weapon  is  used  also  by  the 
Bootchuanas  &  Bushmen — but  the  former  add  to  it  the  battle  axe  &  the 
latter  the  poisoned  arrow.  The  Caffer  is  armed  only  with  the  assagay 
&  shields  of  bullock  hide.  When  driven  to  extremity  he  breaks  short  the 
handle  of  his  stoutest  assagay  &  uses  it  as  a  dagger.  Most  of  them  carry 
one  assagay  adapted  for  this  purpose. 

5th.  A  [Bushman]'s  bow  &  quiver  of  poisoned  arrows.  The  latter  should  be 
handled  w[ith]  caution  as  the  slightest  puncture  may  prove  fatal. 

6th.  A  lion’s  skin.  This  was  imperfectly  softened  by  my  Hottentots — but 
ought  to  be  dressed  by  a  tanner  &  stretched  to  its  full  size — for  it  has 
shrunk  considerably  during  the  half  dressing  it  received.  This  is  the 
skin  of  a  full  grown  yellow  lion,  but  there  is  a  species  called  the  blue  or 
black  lion  which  is  sometimes  found  considerably  larger.  This  individual 
was  killed  on  my  farm  Eildom  Bavians  river,  a  short  time  before  I  left 
it.  He  came  down  from  the  mountains  one  night  &  killed  my  riding 
horse  about  100  yards  from  my  hut.  Next  day  1  collected  a  party  to 
hunt  him.  We  found  him  in  a  thicket  about  a  mile  distant,  but  not  being 
able  to  drive  him  out  with  hounds  a  party  of  six  (3  Scotchmen  &  3 
Hottentots)  marched  into  the  thicket  in  pursuit.  He  sprang  out  on  them 
&  after  striking  one  man  to  the  ground,  he  sprang  over  the  rest  (who 
in  their  haste  were  rolling  over  each  other)  &  trotted  slowly  off.  We 
pursued  &  shot  him  soon  after.  The  wounded  man  escaped  with  a  severe 
bruise,  a  torn  jacket  &  a  scratched  back.  I  have  never  seen  any  thing 
more  terribly  beautiful,  when  he  rushed  forth  upon  his  pursuers. 

7th.  A  Lions  scull — belonging  to  the  preceding.  The  teeth  if  loose  may  be 
glued  in  again. 

8th.  2  Leopard  skins — or  tigers  as  they  call  them  here.  Both  these  were 
killed  on  the  Bavians  river,  where  they  are  numerous  but  seldom  seen. 
This  animal  will  seldom  attack  man  unless  driven  to  extremity,  but  is 
exceedingly  furious  when  attacked. 

9th  A  pair  of  Hartebeest  horns — I  picked  them  up  in  a  spot  where  a  lion 
had  just  eaten  the  owner. 

10th  - Gemsbok  Do.  straight.  This  animal  is  said  [to]  be  dangerous  even 

to  the  lion  when  he  stands  at  bay. 

11th  - Koodo  Do.  Spirel. 

12th  - Springbok  Do.  small  &  crooked. 

1 3th  - Bushbok  Do.  with  head  preserved. 

14.  A  hunting  jacket  made  of  tanned  springbok  skin  &  sewed  with  the 
sinew  of  Do. — the  manufacture  of  the  wife  &  daughter  of  my  neigh¬ 
bour  Winzel  Kootzer  [sic].*^  It  is  faced  with  the  skin  of  the  Berg  Tijger 


or  Mountain  leopard,  which  is  smaller  but  fiercer  than  the  river 
leopard. 

-  These  horns  may  be  polished  with  the  file[?] — particularly  the  harte- 

beest  which  takes  a  good  polish — or  their  appearance  may  be  much 
improved  by  being  well  rubbed  up  with  a  mixture  of  oil  &  charcoal.  T.P.

•Lattakoo  (Litakun  etc.) — the  tribal  capital  of  the  BaThlaping,  one  of  the  most  important 
Bechuana  tribes.  (See  Campbell,  John,  Travels  in  South  Africa,  1815,  p.I61/.  and  Burchell, 
W.  J.  Travels  in  the  interior  of  Southern  Africa,  1824,  vol.  2,  p.  358  /.)  It  changed  its  posi¬ 
tion  several  times.  Old  Lattakoo — Dithakong  in  modern  orthography — is  some  miles  N.E. 
of  New  Lattakoo  which  is  now  Kuruman.  (See  Moffat,  Robt.  and  Mary,  Apprenticeship 
at  Kuruman,  ed.  I.  Schapera,  1951,  p.  xix.) 

•Sir  Andries  Stockenstrom,  bt.  (I791-I8M).  He  was  Lt.  Governor  of  the  Eastern  Province 
from  1834  to  1839  after  which  he  was  created  baronet.  He  describes  his  expedition  to  Latta¬ 
koo  in  his  Autobiography,  vol.l,  p.  184-91. 

•"Campbell’s  rhinoceros  (see  Travels  in  South  Africa  .  .  .  Second  journey,  1822,  vol.l, 
p.294-5.)  is  identified  by  Sclater  as  the  white  rhino  (Rhinoceros  simus)  in  his  Mammals 
of  South  Africa,  19(X),  vol.l,  p.299.

AN  EXPERIMENT  THAT  FAILED 

In  the  Archives  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  London 
an  interesting  series  of  letters  is  preserved  from  the  Reverend  J.  W.  Sanders, 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Sanders  arrived  in  South  Africa  on  22  May  1838  with  a  party  of  28 
boys  between  the  ages  of  10 — 17  from  the  Children’s  Friend  Society,  a 
charitable  institution  for  “Orphan”  Children  at  Hackney  Wick  near  London. 
The  object  of  the  organisation  was  to  take  children  whom  to-day  we  should 
classify  as  “in  need  of  care”  and  to  apprentice  them  either  as  farm  or  domestic 
servants  to  “respectable  individuals  in  the  Colonies  with  the  prospect  of  their 
becoming  (if  their  conduct  deserve  it)  useful  members  of  Society,”  It  was 
hoped  thus  not  only  to  remove  them  from  the  vice  and  crime  of  their  early 
surroundings,  but  that  this  scheme  would  also  help  to  solve  the  great  demand 
for  labour  in  our  Colonies. 

After  a  month  in  Cajje  Town,  Mr.  Sanders  himself  decided  to  make  his 
headquarters  at  Stellenbosch  which  was  a  village  of  some  2,000  inhabitants 
comprised  of  between  twenty  and  thirty  English  families,  about  700  Dutch, 
and  the  rest  Coloured.  There  was  no  English  Church  there  at  that  date  but 
Mr.  Sanders  had  the  use  of  the  Government  School  room.  In  the  whole  of 
the  district  he  estimated  there  were  about  130  emigrants  for  whose  spiritual 
welfare  he  was  responsible. 

In  December  1839  he  gives  a  full  description  of  the  circumstances  in  which 
he  attempted  to  discharge  his  duties : 

“The  district  of  Stellenbosch  in  which  I  have  been  labouring  reaches  over  a  space 
of  2,280  square  miles,  and  the  population  is  somewhere  about  14,000:  consisting 
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of  6,000  white,  and  8,000  of  the  coloured  race.  The  number  of  Ministers  of  the  Dutch 
reformed  Church  is  3  and  there  are  besides  6  Missionaries  whose  efforts  are  directed 
chiefly  to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  people  of  colour.  The  total  number  of 
English  in  the  district  is  between  400  and  SOO.  Of  these  (including  the  juvenile 
emigrants)  there  cannot  be  altogether  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  in  Stellen¬ 
bosch  and  its  immediate  neighbourhood.  At  the  Pearl  there  must  be  between  twenty 
and  thirty  English,  the  remainder  are  much  scattered,  some  intermarried  among  the 
Dutch  and  attending  the  Dutch  church:  others  settled  on  solitary  farms  one  here, 
and  onefthere,  rendering  it  impossible  to  do  anything  effectually.  I  hold  service  every 
Sunday  Morning  at  Stellenbosch,  and  usually  average  a  congregation  from  fifty 
to  seventy;  of  this  number  about  25  have  arrived  at  years  of  discretion;  but  several 
of  these  again  are  only  temporary  residents  in  the  village,  nevertheless  it  is  most 
cheering  to  observe  the  regularity  with  which  the  few  that  are  here  attend  upon  the 
beautiful  and  devotional  services  of  our  Church;  and  the  gratitude  generally  expres¬ 
sed  for  such  an  opportunity  of  meeting  together.  Mr.  Le  Mesurier  the  Advocate 
General  at  Bombay,  and  Mr.  Borradailes  of  Calcutta,  have  kindly  presented  us  with 
a  beautifully  illustrated  Bible,  large  octave,  a  pulpit  cloth,  cushion,  and  lamps  so 
that  the  room  in  which  we  assemble  has  assumed  very  much  the  appearance  of  a 
regular  church;  and  I  regret  exceedingly  that  the  number  of  members  in  connection 
with  our  Church  is  so  small,  and  their  stay  here  so  uncertain  as  to  make  one  doubt¬ 
ful  about  recommending  at  present  the  permanent  establishment  of  a  Clergyman 
at  this  place.  It  appears  that  Government  has  altogether  abandoned  the  idea  of 
forming  a  road  between  Cape  Town  and  Stellenbosch  and  1  do  not  therefore  see 
any  prospect  of  an  increasing  English  population  here,  and  as  the  Dutch  have  their 
I  own  Minister,  and  the  colored  people  their  Missionaries,  the  sphere  of  usefulness 

I  opened  for  me  is  not  very  great.  Still  I  hope  that  I  am  not  without  doing  some  good. 

!  In  Stellenbosch  I  have  one  adult  and  two  infant  baptisms,  and  four  burials.” 

But  the  experiment  came  to  a  somewhat  abrupt  termination,  for  on 
January  13,  1840  we  find  him  writing  from  Cape  Town  as  follows: 

“For  myself  individually  as  I  And  it  impossible  to  approve  of  the  system  pursued 
!  by  the  Children's  Friend  ScKiety  of  apprenticing  these  lads  to  the  Dutch  farmers  and 
as  I  am  not  able  to  do  the  apprentices  any  effectual  good  scattered  over  such  a  great 
extent  of  country,  I  feel  it  my  duty  earnestly  to  entreat  the  Society  to  release  me 
from  my  present  charge.” 

The  letter  analysing  the  reasons  for  his  disapproval  comprises  some  ten 
foolscap  pages.  Briefly  summarised  they  are  as  follows:  the  idea  of  bringing 
their  servants  with  them  to  church  was  something  quite  new  to  the  farmers, 
they  were  never  accustomed  to  do  this  with  their  slaves,  and  the  same  out¬ 
look  applied  to  their  juvenile  emigrants;  further,  they  were  unwilling  that 
their  farm  labourers  should  mix  with  the  inhabitants  of  towns  and  villages  lest 
they  should  become  unsettled ;  very  little  supervision  could  be  exercised  over 
their  treatment  of  the  apprentices;  very  few  opportunities  were  open  to  them 
at  the  close  of  their  apprenticeship,  while  during  such  apprenticeship  their 
spiritual  welfare  and  their  education  were  neglected. 

The  truth  was  that  the  Cape  was  too  near  the  ending  of  slavery  to  have 
thrown  off  the  tyranny  of  the  Masters  on  the  one  hand  and  the  degradation 
of  cheap  labour  on  the  other.  He  concludes:  “My  object  is  not  to  throw  dis¬ 
credit  upon  Individuals  ...  I  would  wish  to  convince  the  Society  that  from 
the  state  of  society  at  the  Cape,  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Children 
are  sent  here,  and  the  nature  of  the  Employments  for  which  many  of  them 
are  required,  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  carry  out  their  original  design  to  any 
extent  in  this  Colony.”

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One  could  have  wished  that  Mr.  Sanders  had  possessed  a  more  descriptive 
pen.  He  was  indefatigable  in  his  travels  around  the  district,  holding  services 
and  Sunday  Schools  at  Klapmuts,  Eerste  River,  Drooge  Vlei,  Hottentots 
Holland,  the  Pearl  [sic],  and  Groenekloof;  he  preached  in  Cape  Town  for 
the  Rev.  G.  Hough  and  at  Simons  Town  after  the  death  of  the  Rev.  H.  Frazer. 
And  in  the  course  of  one  year  visited  some  60  farms,  many  of  them  several 
times.  But  alas!  his  eyes  are  firmly  fixed  upon  facts,  figures  and  statistics,  and 
indeed  in  one  letter  he  lists  the  number  of  clergymen  and  missionaries  of  all 
denominations  then  in  the  Colony  or  its  immediate  neighbourhood. 

A  typescript  copy  of  the  letters  has  now  been  deposited  in  the  Church  of  the 
Province  Record  Library  at  the  Witwatersrand  University.

THE  GREY  COPY  OF  THE  SHAKESPEARE  SECOND  FOLIO 

To  many  collectors  and  literary  men  of  the  17th  century  the  “Second 
Impression”  of  the  dramatic  works  of  William  Shakespeare  which  appeared 
in  1632  must  have  seemed  a  superior  publication  to  the  first  edition  of  nine 
years  earlier.  Differences  between  the  two  are  not  very  considerable.  There 
would  be  no  question  of  the  type  being  kept  standing  all  those  years,  and 
though  Thomas  Cotes,  the  new  printer,  took  over  the  Droeshout  portrait 
and  used  the  same  head-pieces  (though  in  different  places),  the  text  of  Folio 
2  was  clearly  set  up  from  a  copy  of  Folio  1.  The  later  printer  followed  the 
earlier  edition  page  for  page  frequently  repeating  errors.  Certain  pages  are 
found  to  be  wrongly  numbered  simply  because  they  were  so  numbered  in 
Folio  I*.  The  actual  measurements  of  the  type  area  vary  very  little  between 
the  two  editions. 

The  original  matter  in  Folio  2  is  confined  to  preliminary  leaves  A5  and 
*3.  The  former  is  of  especial  importance  as  the  second  of  the  two  verses  on 
the  page  is  Milton’s  celebrated  Epitaph  on  Shakespeare; 

What  need  my  Shakespeare  for  his  honour’d  bones 
The  labour  of  an  age,  in  piled  stones  .  .  .  ? 

The  lengthy  poem  on  leaf  *3  is  signed  I.M.S.,  and  the  authorship  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  determined. 

According  to  Lowndes®  Folio  2  was  printed  for  five  proprietors,  as  the 
colophon  would  lead  us  to  suppose,  viz.  John  Smethwick,  William  Aspley, 
Richard  Hawkins.^  Richard  Meighen  and  Robert  Allot.  Each  of  these  had  his 
own  imprint  in  the  copies  sold  by  him,  and  that  of  Aspley — a  warden  of  the

SIR  GEORGE  GREY’S  BOOK-PURCHASES 

No  account  has  yet  been  pieced  together  to  show  how  Sir  George  Grey 
!  formed  his  two  Collections — or  rather,  his  one  Collection  divided  into  two, 

'  now  housed  at  the  South  African  Library,  Cape  Town,  and  the  Auckland 
Public  Library  respectively.  Many  of  the  manuscripts  and  incunabula  in 
the  Cape  Town  collection  have  booksellers’  slips  pasted  on  the  end-papers, 
j  and  no  doubt  a  search  among  Grey’s  private  papers  in  the  Auckland  Pub¬ 
lic  Library  will  provide  further  evidence. 

We  are,  however,  indebted  to  Professor  J.  Rutherford,  of  Auckland  Uni¬ 
versity,  for  having  drawn  our  attention  to  a  reference  in  the  Government 
House  papers,  now  in  the  Cape  Archives,  in  which  Grey  refers  to  various 
purchases  made  through  Messrs.  Boone  of  Bond  Street,  London,  in  1857. 
He  refers  to  several  manuscripts  that  can  be  easily  identihed  to-day  and 
adds:  “The  books  I  have  been  anxious  to  procure  at  present  are  Caxton’s 
manuscripts,  and  any  of  the  very  earliest  printed  works,  especially  block 
books  .  .  .  Any  English  books  printed  in  the  fifteenth  century  [and]  .  .  . 
any  English  poets”  [G.H.  30/11,  28  August  1857,  p.292-94].  There  is  no 
mention  here  of  Shakespeare  Folios. 

Later  we  hope  to  give  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  provenance  of 
some  of  the  works  in  Grey’s  Cape  Town  Collection.
